What Is Moenopely? 

As we have often observed, a first-class 
hotel, a first-class theater, and a first-class 
newspaper are essential to every city of 
pretension and enterprise. Nothing can be 
done without these; with them everything 
may be done. Plant them in a wilderness 
and they would soon draw about them pop- 
ulation, commerce, and railway communi- 
cation. The hotel invites the stranger, and 
when he errives the theater amuses him; 
while the announces the hotel 
and the theater far and wide. But they 
must be first-class, The hotel must be of 
akind really to attract. The theater must 
be brilliant. And how can the newspaper 
circulate sufficiently to serve as a universal 
medium iftt be not a great newspaper? 
‘Now and then we hear ft said that the 
CovurRrERn-JouRMAL is a “monopoly.” Let 
us see how this is. A “monopoly,” using 
the term in fits offensive sense, is the abuse 
of exclusive advantages for the injury of 
the public and the benefit of private indi- 
viduals, Does the Cocriee-Journar re 
slize this signification? Is it, in any sense 
of the word, exclusive? Does it not open 
ite columns freely to every shade of public 
opinion? Does it proseribe or exclude any 
class or person? Does 1$not seck to arrive at 
the truth by laying before its readers every 
argument and every fact that may be 
brought within tts reach? It certainly is neu- 
tralin nothing. It has its own ideas,and is 
very sure to express them in its own 
way, and sometimes bluntly. But it con- 
cedes the same freedom to others. For, in 
truth, it has no mind to dictate opinions 
tothe people. It seeks to be the reflector, 
and not the autocrat, of public opinion. 
Ita theory is this: the people are true at 
heart, they are governed by a wise and 
thrifty common sense, whose intuitions 
will go. astray only from a lack of infor. 
mation on # given question, not from per- 
versity; give them light; let them have 
all that is to be said pro and con; and 
leaye the ‘issue to them. They are 
sure to come round right, and, whether 
they do or mot, it is their country 
and their well-being, which are at stake, 
and no one man and no one newspaper 
has authority to command them, ner is it 
ever sound policy to mislead them by false 
lights. Honesty in this, as in all affairs of 
lift, is the best policy, the only policy to be 
pe@ieued with assurance. The Counrrer- 


-JouRNAL rides no hobbies; entertains no 


prejudices. If it gives sharp blows, it is 
willing to take them in return; and in this 
it is certainly not a “monopoly.” 

But, turning aside from its intellectual to 
ite business character, is it arbitrary or ex- 
tortionate in its money dealings? Its sub- 
seription rates are the same as those which 
— in Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chica- 
go. Its adve hedule is less by twen- 
ieee cent. than obtains in those cities. 
Yet its weekly expenses are exceeded by 
the expenses of no newspaper In the West. 
It is compelled to hold its own with the 
best of them, or it cannot hope to extend 
its sphere of Influence beyond a compara- 
tively narrow limit. It disburses over 
ite counters every week, five thou- 
-and dollars. Two-thirds of this sum at 
least are brought here from a distance and 
go into immediate and promiscuous cir- 
eulation among us, and, in return tor it, 
we send outa paper which advertises the 
interests of Louisville all over the country. 
Is this a “monopoly?” Does this oppress 
the community? Yet, unless we had a 
concentration of public and popular sup- 
port which was secured by the consolida- 
tion of the two papers, we could not eom- 
pete with St. Loujs and Cincinnati, and 
their Papers would drive out and exclude 
Louisville in every direction. Cincinnati 
is twice as large as Louigyille. So is St. 
Louis. They are located in thickly pop- 
ulated regions. They have few negroes to 
increase their sum total of ignorance. In 
Cincinnati there is but one Democratic 
press.. In St. Louis there is but one. Yet 
we are required to keep pace with these in 
‘@ community supplying only half their 
patronage; and, im spite of such facis, 
there are those who thoughtlessly talk 
about the dangers of “monopoly.”

{From the New York Advertiser. ] 
A cable despatch annnounces that the strike 
of the eotton operatives in the English mann- 
facturing districts is extending 


This news is.highly important, 


and is calculated to affect the cotton market 


in this country. For some time past the Lan- 
cashire cotton districts have becn in 4 suffer- 
ing condition. . The high price of cotton had 


so far encroached on the profits of the manu- | 


fac that many of them were actually 
working their mills at a loss, as the condition 
of the markets precluded an advance of the 
inanufacured goods to prices corresponding 
with the advance in the raw material. 

As it was ria hogy that a suspension of | 
work would produce an accumulation of raw 
cotton that would force down the price, it was | 
proposed seme time ago that the manafac- 
turers should a close their factories 
for a few mon he want of unanimity | 
among emp plyyers prevented the adoption of 
this plen. t many of them worked short | 
time, without any reduction of wages, how- 
ever. Recently the employers at Preston and | 
other places met and agreed to reduce wages | 
from ten to twenty per cent. This was ab- 
solutely rejected by the workmen; and the 
result is a strike that is likely to be general 
and wostapsbed.
